FOR THE BKNJ5FIT O* FARUKKB- 


The silver members of the- Senate 


and House of Representatives have de- 
cided to support an amendment to the 
tariff bill providing for an export 
bounty on agricultural products. The; 
believe the farmer Is entitled to some 
benefit from the tariff and that it is 
bnt just to compensate him by a 
bounty on what he produces for export 
for the import duty on article* which 
be is obliged to purchase. 


The wheat, corn, oottoii and pork 


exported from the United States main- 
tain the balance of trade in our favor. 
Last year this balance, amounted to 
about $830,000,000, and with the excep- 
tion of $80,000,00(1 worth of silver bul 
lion, it was derived from the sale of 
farm products in'foreign countries. 
Not one of these products is benefltted 
by tbe tariff, as they have to be shipped 
oat of the country to find a market in 
competition with similar products 
' front all parts of. the world. The far- 
mers of Washoe, Ham boldt, Douglass 
and Elko, and of Honey Lake valley, 
tome of whom are now shipping wheat 
. to Port Costa, mast sell that grain at 
Liverpool prices, .lets transportation 
and other charges. , No person en- 
dowed with-common ordinary sense 
believes for a moment that the import 
duty .of twenty-five cents a bushel, on 
wheat, proposed .by the Dingley bill, 
would add one cent to the price of that 
wheat at any i hipping point in Nevada 
or California, because it must be ship- 
ped oat of the coantry to find a market 
and the price paid for what is shipped 
regulates that of what is used at home. 
Now, 
an export bounty on what is 


shipped abroad will enhance the price 
at home, and thus benefit the farmer. 


Though politicians endeavor to make 


the farmer believe that he is beuefltted 
by tariff, experience teaches him tbe 
contrary. He knows that there is no 
wheat, com, cotton or pork imported, 
into the United States, but that large 
quantities of these commodities are 
exported, consequently a duty of one 
dollar a pound would not advance tbe 
price of any of them one cent. He 
also knows that the implements he 
uses on his farm, though manufactured 
in the United States, are by reason of 
the tariff, sold at a less price in foreign 
countries than they are at tbe factories. 
He also knows that by reason of the 
tariff he has to pay more for the clothes 
which he and bis family wear and the 
sugar which they consume while the 
tariff does not increase the price of 
anything he produces. To equalize 
the burden of the tariff tbe silver-'men 
propose to pay a bounty on what the 
farmer produces for export and thus 
enables him to'pay the enhanced prices 
caused by the duty on many articles 
which he has to purchase.

land, thereby forcing Germany and 
Turkey out of tbe game,.to all intents 
and purposes. Last night 'and early 
this morning•-Tor-key, supported- by 
Germany; . was practically 
defying 


Russia; France, Austria, Great Britain 
and Italy. 


She TCQS insisting upon the .annexa- 


tion of Thsssaly in addition to a huge- 
war indemnity, and seemingly was, de- 
termined to march upon Athens: 'The 
ministers received official advices from 
Sofia to-day announcing that orders' 
had been issued for tbe partial mobile 
izatlon of the Bulgarian army, possibly 
at the instigation of Russia * There was, 
a hurried consultation of the ministers. 
The wur party was for farther defiance, 
but in the end Pacific counsels seemed 
to have prevailed, for at 11:85 A, M.

Pasha to oease hostilities.

likely to be spared farther humiliation. 


LONDON, May 18.—The officials of the

A THENS.May 18.—General Smoleneki's 


brigade has been ordered to proceed to 
Neamizili, whence it will be conveyed 
in transports to Sty lie, on the Gulf of 
Lamia to rejoin the remainder of the 
Greek army. It is officially stated that 
the retr rn of the troops of Crown 
Prinoe Constantino towards the Olhry 
mountains wins effected in good order. 
The entire Greek lossess were 220 men, 
including many officers. The Turkish, 
loss is said to be a thousand. The 
Greek easteru squadron is lying off 
Neamisille to protect the .embarkation 
of the troops. Tne Government has 
renewed her protest to tbe representa- 
tives of the Powers against tbe attack 
by the Turkish troops at Domokos 
after Greece had unreservedly placed 
her interests in the hands of tbe
